Threw Two Small 
Brothers from 
Speeding Boat 


PANAMA CITY, Fla. <U.P> — A 
father of six children confessed 
today that he threw two small I 
brothers to their deaths from a 
speeding motorboat after sexually 
molesting one of the boys, Sheriff 
M. J. Daffin announced. 
Daffin said Dallas W ithers, 33, 
broke down after two days of in­ 
terrogation by police and admitted 
that he “committed an act of per­ 
version” on David Wilson, 7, and 
threw him into the waters of St. 
Andrews Bay. 
The body of David’s 4-year-old 
brother, Douglas, was found on the 
beach earlier and W ithers also ad­ 
mitted throwing him into the wa­ 
ter, 
An intensive search still was in 
progress today for the older child’s 
body. 
W ithers was taken out of Pana­ 
ma City shortly after his arrest 
Tuesday because of a fear of mob 
action. 
He was questioned in a 
secret jail. 
W ithers had changed his story j 
several times. 
E arlier he said one , 
of the boys fell out of the boat 
during a “joy ride” and that, in 
fear, he threw the other one over­ 
board. 
W ithers, an electrician, was in­ 
toxicated at the time, police said. 
W ithers has been formally charg 
ed with Douglas’ murder.

said m urder charges will be filed 
in David’s death when the body is 
found. 
Daffin had been at a loss to ex- 
' plain bloodstains on W i t h e r s 
! clothes at the time of his arrest, 
i The sheriff said the electrician ad­ 
mitted today the blood was David's. 
The man did not tell the sheriff 
if David was dead or alive when 
j thrown into the bay, but Daffin 
said, “We expect the child’s body 
to be mutilated when it is found.”

as bandmaster for the Municipal 
I Band.

WASHINGTON <LR> — President 
Eisenhower angrily warned influ- 
ence-peddlers today to steer clear 
of his administration. 
He said government officials are 
under longstanding orders from 
him to throw out of their offices 
instantly anybody who tries to 
claim political influence or privi­ 
lege in dealings with the govern­ 
ment. 
The President also served notice 
at his news conference that if it 
ever comes to his attention that 
anyone within his administration 
is 
trying to exercise 
influence, 
such a person will be fired im­ 
mediately. 
Mr. Eisenhower’s spirited denun­ 
ciation of persons claiming influ­ 
ence in dealing with units of his 
administration was produced by 
questions involving Murray Chunn­ 
er 
Chainer was 1952 campaign 
manager for Vice President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon. 
Cho ti Her testified Thursday be­ 
fore the Senate investigations sub­ 
committee that in representing cli­ 
ents with federal agencies, he had 
never traded on Nixon’s influence. 


Cites Two Orders 


The President said he was not 
conversant with all of Chotiner’s 
testimony, but he wanted reporters 
to know that early in his adminis­ 
tration he had issued two specific 
orders: 
1. Any person having business 
with the government should be 
treated with courtesy. 
The Presi­ 
dent said he would not stand for 
arrogance on the part of any pub­ 
lic official. 
2. If anyone ever claimed politi­ 
cal influence or privilege because 
he is a friend of the President or 
someone in his official family, the 
E 
rson making such a claim is to 
thrown out instantly.

The President said that in the 
Chotiner case—as far as he was 
familiar with it— he had no reason 
to believe that either of these or­ 
ders had been violated.

Refused To Believe Russian* 
Forging Ahead In Air Power; 
In 
ll Short 
Years 
Russia 
Caught Up With Us In Air De­ 
sign; Moscow Locks Its Air­ 
plane Builders Inside Factory 
Unto They Finish Plane. 


WASIHNGTON. — It was on 
May 
Day, 
two years 
ago this 
week, that the United States got 
its first shock indicating that Rus­ 
sia was 
on the way to 
forging 
ahead of us in air power . 
As American and allied military 
attaches stood reviewing the usual 
May 
Day exhibition 
of Russian 
military might, a giant jet thun­ 
dered over Moscow housetops at 
ai altitude of only 250 feet. The 
tx rn ber was so tremendous that its 
'shadow literally spanned the great 
Red Square as it flashed through 
the morning sunlight. 
American 
observers quickly 
noted that its 
four intake vents seemed larger 
than any they had seen at home, 
that the heavy plane easily kept 
up with swift jet fighter 
squad­ 
rons. 
Messages 
of 
shocked reaction 
immediately burned the cables to 
Washington. But Secretary of De­ 
fense Wilson refused to be alarm­ 
ed. He dismissed the new bomber 
as a single, hand-built prototype 
assembled 
by the 
Russians to 
scare the western world into more 
defense spending. 
He noted that 
the plane had only four engines 
and pronounced it an underpow­ 
ered showpiece. Air Force gener­ 
als disagreed, 
but Wilson over­ 
ruled them. 
Real shock came a year later— 
1955 — when the 
Russians flew 
their 
prize bomber 
across 
the 
Moscow skyline again. 
By 
that 
time the lone giant of the previous 
May Day had company—J8 more 
big battle-planes. 
Of these, 
13 
bore routine Red Air Force mark­ 
ings. 
Six, Vlth no markings, ap- 
oarently were so fresh from the 
factory they hadn’t been assigned 
to combat units. 
Each sported a 
new underbelly bulge, an ominous 
modification that experts

bomb. 


ELEVEN SHORT YEARS 


Our intelligence agencies went 
to work coin piling technical data. 
All available facts on the mon­ 
ster bomber were secretly 
sup­ 
plied to our own manufacturers. 
They were asked to figure how 
long it took the Russians to pro­ 
duce such a plane- The whole 
Soviet air buildup was re-exam­ 
ined, 
and 
the 
fantastic 
truth 
emerged. 
In ll short years, the Russians 
had not only caught up with us in 


the world’s largest air force. She 
has more combat planes than this 
country, 
and her 
factories are 
producing them faster. 
She has 
accomplished this so secretly that 
our 
intelligence has 
repeatedly 
. been caught napping, 


i 
Our technical intelligence has 
'm ade detailed examinations of 14 
Soviet planes since 1945. 
These 
airplane 
autopsies 
showed 
that 
Soviet technology lagged behind 
us 
from 
1945 
until 1952. 
Since 
1952, the Russians have equaled 
our best efforts in air weapons. 
In some categories, we are slight­ 
ly ahead; in others, they are su­ 
perior. 
American 
manufacturers 
con- 
concluded from their secret study 
that Russia’s giant jet Bison com­ 
pleted the cycle from 
drawing 
board to military service in four 
years—compared with the eight 
years which the U. S. spent devel­ 
oping the B-52. 
th e first Bison 
appeared over Moscow two years 
before our intelligence thought it 
could be possible. When the Rus­ 
sians flew 19 in formation a year 
later, the U. S. had only two com­ 
plete B-52s. 


SEALED IN FACTORIES 


American 
agents 
report 
the 
Kremlin sealed engineers, techni­ 
cians, and workers into plant 23 
in Moscow and refused to let them 
out until they had built the Bison. 
The imprisoned personnel, work­ 
ing around the clock, set an as­ 
tonishing production record. 
The Soviets are now turning out 
the Bison at plant 23 at the rate of 
five every month. They are using 
unskilled labor wherever possible, 
taking 
short 
cuts 
and holding 
down design changes. Soont says 
Air Force intelligence, plant 23 
should 
be making IO Bisons per 
month. 
Russia already has 20 
jet-powered Bisons 
assigned to 
combat units.

ally, the Soviet Union today has 
grounds that peace prospects are 
better, hence there is less need 
for a Mg air force. Air generals 
warn, however, that we must gear 
our strength to Russian capabili­ 
ties, not guesswork on Russian in­ 
tentions.

A vast network of wires has cov­ 
ered America in less than half a 
century.

As we look at the 
metal strings stretching from pole 
to pole we do not know whether 
pictures, voices, light or power 
are moving unseen before our very 
eyes. 
We do not understand the cause 
behind electricity, but we know 
that it has always exisited and 
that it is only usable as a result 
of moving objects near other mov­ 
ing objects with a lot of wired 
connections. 
We cannot see electricity, but 
we can see its results. We cannot 
describe it adequately, yet we ac­ 
cept this wonderful servant of man 
on faith without 
understanding 
much about it. 
Faith is the evidence of things 
not seen. 
It is the substance of 
consistency. 
It is the reality of 
the unknown. 
No one who rides in an auto­ 
mobile or who .switches on a light 
can any longer say, “ I cannot be­ 
lieve in God because I cannot see 
Him.” 
Belief in God is easier than be­ 
lief in electricity. 
We accept ob­ 
vious results on faith.

literal Forces 
Fill Triumph 
In Russia: Dulles 


PARIS (IF— Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles said today that 
the “forces of liberalism” will rise 
and triumph in the Soviet Union 
if the West holds firm against the 
Communist dictators. 
Dulles made his statement at 
the opening secret session this 
morning of the NATO Council. The 
15 foreign ministers of the mem­ 
ber nations are meeting to map 
new strategy for the Atlantic al­ 
liance in the present period of 
transition brought on by the new 
Soviet policy of smiles. 
Dulles exhorted his colleagues to 
show the same strength in the face 
of the new Soviet tactics of friend­ 
liness that they did when Moscow’s 
policy was one of frowns 
and 
threats. He predicted that if they 
did, the West would then reason­ 
ably expect the Soviet Union to 
become an acceptable free nation. 
Eight of the 15 foreign minis­ 
ters spoke at the morning session, 
and most of them were reported 
as having views similar to those 
of Dulles. 
Conference 
sources 
said they 
were agreed that there already 
have been changes inside the So­ 
viet Union following the death of 
Josef Stalin and the consequent 
policy of downgrading his import­ 
ance. 
But there was skepticism 
that ultimate Soviet 
aims have 
changed with their tactics. 
The 
consensus was that while there 
have been “important” changes in 
Russia, the West still must keep 
up its guard.

CARBONDALE, III. ah — South­ 
ern Illinois University has ap­ 
plied to the Federal Communica­ 
tions Commission for permission 
to construct and operate a fre­ 
quency modulation radio station.
